Part of 
20X1 the troop movements contered around Parchim: the formtions affected in this 
area were tank units. The over-ell impression gained we the movement of a 
‘tank army, which ie now envisaged as the occupation farce for Mecklenburg —

Between approxirately & September and 14 Octeber 1947, teenty-seven troop 
trains arrived et Ludwigsiuct Freight Station and the following were 
ae ee ee bat on the conservative 
sige): 


a. Four hundred and fifty T-34 tanks, mounting a long 16.2 mm gun with 
magale—bralta (sic). All the tanks were in a new condition. 


b, Four bundred trucke, mainly “General Motors Trucks" of Anerioan origin,

After the tanks were unloeded, trucks onl troops moved eff by night in the 
direction of Parshin.

6. The troops of this Kemendatura are trained hy 2 rifle formation, the 
25X14 hendquartere of which is located in Quackenburg (N-O7). It has’ net yet 
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been established whether this ic a regimental or divisional headquarters. 
Unite quartered in Zuckers (U-16), Wolacse-Kuleow (8-07), Krussen (HeOT), 
Brekenherg and Laurl<« come under cormind of the Quackenturg headquaxteré 
and beleng to the cone formation. 


Apart from the SMA Komendatura, which comprises twelve officers, and & 
IND pieteon cf approximately forty-five men, no other treope are at 
present stationed in Gustrow. The MVD billets are aiteated in the 
Grabensiresee. . 


Tho two former Wehrmacht barracks in Ghatrow have both been somiletely 
diomantleds Only the foundation walls vow stand. This diemntling was 
begun in summer 1947, tut waa speeded up at the vegimning of Octeber 
1947 by en inorsased mmber of German worknen under the eupervision of 
a Soviet officer, The job we completed by mid-October 1947. All the 
dismantled parts were transported awy by reil. 

Sines carly Uotober 1947 there has begn a iergo~scale return 
of Soviet families te the USSR from Gustrow, Restock, wi * 
Grelfamld, Scbworin, and Ludwigeluet. According to a Lieutenant working 
with the Greifewald Komendatura, & SMA order has been issued coumanding 
all Soviet families (as far as Mecklenburg~Vorpamern is oonéerned), to 
return to the USSR within the next thres months, 


A211 Russian families in Mecklentxg and Brandenburg have suddenly left 
for Rucsle, This happened about 20 Hovember 1947. 
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
